tional welfare. There's a news- 
paper saying that goes, "All news 
is local," meaning that a political 
upheaval in Saigon, for example, 
has repercussions in Lee County, 
m.

mitteemen, eventually contribute 
to the naming of candidates for 
state and national offices. Or 
they may eventually climb in 
the ranks themsel-ves. Once a 
corrupt politician is allowed to 
jrrow in stature, he becomes far 
too influential in the national 
political picture.

Robert E. Merriam from a Re- 
publican minority desk in the 50- 
man city council to Chicago's top 
public office, or leave him without 
a steady job. His council term 
expires this month. 


For his rival. 52-year-old Rich- 


ard J. Daley, the mayoralty cam- 
paign is the latest in a series of 
political fights over a 22-year pe- 
riod. He seeks his biggest prize 
to date. 


But if Daley loses, he will mere-

He. meanwhile, can return to his 
S15,000-a-year post as Cook county 
clerk. 


Climactic Vote 


Apart from the $25,000 annual 


mayor's salary, which compares 
with Mercian's 55,000-a-year alder- 
man's pay, the election is climac- 
tic for what it may mean in justi- 
fication of his eight-year battle 
with entrenched Democratic or- 
ganization leaders.

Some Chicagoans say the 36- 


year-old Republican champion has 
been crying wolf with his warnings 
that election* of Daley will mean

but Formosa too. The United States 
is pledged by treaty with Chiang to 
help defend Formosa but is under 
no such obligation to protect the 
two smaller islands. 


Rests on Decision 


President Eisenhower's ultimate 


decision—to 
defend 
Matsu 
and 


Quemoy or abandon them to the 
Chinese Communists—may mean 
for this country war or no war. 


There is wide difference of opin- 


ion in this country—and between 
the United States and its allies- 
over the worth of the islands and 
the wisdom of trying to keep 
them. 


If Eisenhower announced today 


he would defend Matsu and Que- 
moy he would be doing so with the 
knowledge—because of the wide 
discussion and deep differences- 
thai he did not have 100 per cent 
agreement behind him. 


This knowledge may influence 


him in any decision he makes. 


If Adm. Robert B. Carney's off- 


the-record remarks to newsmen 
12 days ago served no other pur- 
pose, they at least alerted the 
country to the possibility of war 
and forced it into thinking and 
talking. Carney, chief of naval 
operations, was quoted as saying 
the Reds might attack Matsu in 
mid-April. 


Trial Balloon 


In this way the statements of

Vote for 18-Year-Olds Makes 


jlittle Progress 


Thousands of the nation's youths under 21 years old 


are in military service but legislation to permit them the 
right to vote appears gaining little headway. 


Onlv one state, Georgia, gives men and women ot 18 vot- 


ing privileges. They have been eligible to go to the polls in 
Georgia since 1944. 
Moves have been made in several other states, an Asso- 


ciated Press survey showed, to get similar legislation passed 
since the military draft age was lowered to 18. In most 
states the proposed constitutional amendments were to lower 
the age to 18. Some recommended 19. 


Bills have been sponsored in at least 20 state before 


legislative bodies this year. But in only one state—Dela- 
wtre—is there indication of passage. There has been talk 
of presenting the voting bill in some other states. 


Some 800,000 youths under 21, latest available figures 


show, were in military service last July 1. 


President Eisenhower, in his 1954 state of the union 


message proposed the constitution Se amended to give 18- 
vear-olds the vote. The constitution specifies no age quali- 
fications for voters, leaving this to the states, each to set 
its own rules. 
, . 
, . 
The legislators could, if they chose, enfranchise their 


18-year-olds. But to put the change into effect nationwide 
all at once would require a constitutional amendment. It 
would have to be passed by a two-thirds majority of each 
house of congress, then ratified by three-fourths pi the 
states.

In Indiana, the proposed state constitutional amendment 


lowering the voting age from 21 to 19 was approved by the 
1953 legislature but failed at this year's session.. State 
amendments must pass two successive legislatures and then 
get approval at a referendum in the next following general 
election. 
Idaho defeated a proposed amendment allowing 19-year- 


olds to vote. 
Chances appear good for the Delaware legislature to ap- 


prove the measure for 18-year-olds. It has been passed by 
the senate and awaits-house action. However, it also must 
get approval of the 1957 general assembly to become law. 


The vote bill has been offered in previous legislative ses- 


sions in Colorado, Florida, Michigan, Montana, Oregon and 
South Carolina. In some states the proposals never got out 
of committee. 
In Nevada, Gov, Milward L. Simpson asked for a con- 


stitutional amendment on the vote for 18-year-olds but the 
senate rejected his proposal. 


Gov. Orval Faubus of Arkansas has asked the legislature 


to lower the voting age to 18 in the Democratic primaries but 
there has been no legislative action. 


The Tennessee house approved a similar proposal but it 


was Jcilled in the senate. 


The Iowa house has passed the vote bill. The Utah house 


also gave approval but the measure died in the senate. The 
Illinois house is considering the proposal.

The survey also showed that in another phase of legis- 


lative proposals, there appeared little progress in most states 
in changing dates of primary elections. 


Bills have been introduced in at least 15 legislatures 


The New York legislature has approved a bill setting a single 
primary date on June 5, 1956, instead of the two primaries 
customary in a presidential election year—one in the spring 
for convention delegates and local party committeemen, anc 
the other in the fall for local office and the legislature. 


Gov. Averell Harnman has not yet signed the measure 
In Illinois the proposal for shifting the time for the 


state's primary from the second Tuesday in April to the sec 
ond Tuesday in June has passed the senate. Backers said a 
June primary will bring out more voters and shorten the 
campaign period. The Kansas house has a bill approved by 
the senate changing the primary from August to June. 


In Pennsylvania, a move was made to have the primary 


date changed from May 17 to July 19 to cut down on cam 
paign costs, but it was rejected. 


The attempt to move Arizona's primary from Septem 


ber to May also failed to pass. 


In Utah, a bill which would have eliminated the primary 


election, restoring the convention system, was defeated. 


Bills are pending in Connecticut proposing direct pri 


maries to replace the present convention system. 


Idaho also defeated a bill which would have substituted 


preprimary conventions for the present open primary. New 
Mexico killed an effort to move the direct primary from Maj 
to September.

Exercises Can Be Helpful 
For Some Eye Disorders 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, M.D. 


Mrs. G. has written asking for 


a column about the use of eye 
exercises, for fatigue of the eyes or 
for other disorders of these essen- 
tial organs. This is a good ques- 
tion, particularly 
because there 


have been a number of articles in 
popular magazines concerning the 
use of eye exercises for the im- 
provement of vision. 


There is a good deal of con- 


fusion on this subject- Actually the 
confusion is justified because there 
are still several points about the 
use of eye exercises which have 
not yet been settled even by physi- 
cians who 1m e studied this matter 
most carefully. 


THERE ARE DEFINITE and 


accepted uses for eye exercise. 
This is spoken of as the field of 
"orthoptics." In certain kind* of 
squint, which is a condition in 
which the two eyes do not focus 
together satisfactorily, eye exer- 
cises have real value Of course, 
they must be taken under the di- 
rection of someone who knows 
how to give the proper exercise* 
because 
th« wrong ones 
might 


make the situation worse rather 
than better The reason exercises 
are helpful in such conditions is 
that they train the eye muscles to

Dr. L. S. Tuckey,- dairy technol- 


ogist at the University of Illinois, 
says the varieties of cheese differ 
in flavor largely because of the 
ripening process. 


However, in spite of the approxi- 


mately 800 different names for 
cheeses, you can group all of them 
into IS varieties, which again can 
be broken down into eight groups. 


One of these groups is the soft, 


unripened cheeses, such as cot- 
tage cheese, baker's cheese, cream 
cheese and Neufchatel, all of which 
have a mild-cultured milk flavor 
.and a soft body. 


These cheeses can be used to 


prepare unnsual kinds of foods 
which are not well known in the 
United States, such as different 
types of cheese cakes and pies. 
And even the well-known foodr:. 
such as chocolate cake and fudge, 
can have a special texture when 
cheese is added.

U. S., France

SAIGON, South Viet Nam tfl— 


The United States and France to- 
day were reported split wide apart 
over how to deal with the "little 
civil war" between Premier Ngo 
Dinh Diem and South Viet Nam's 
three private army groups. 


An uneasy calm meanwhile pre- 


vailed in Saigon as a further three- 
day truce — ending Wednesday — 
was agreed to by the Premier and 
his opposition, the Hoa Hao re- 
ligious sect and the Binh Xuyen 
society of former river pirates and 
vice overlords. 


In accordance with the truce the 


Binh Xuyen radio announced its 
blockade on food coming into Sai- 
gon would also be lilted for three 
days.

since 1908, serving: in an oifiual 
capacity as assistant secietan 


He onced summed up his philos- 


ophy about a country editor in 
these words: 


"The country editor lea\es out 


certain good things and certain bad 
things for the very simple leason 
that the persons most inteiested 
are close at hand and can find 
individuals 
responsible 
for 
the 


statements. 


"He finds there is no lasting 


legald in a sneer, no satisfaction 
in giatifjing the impulse to sa\ j 
things that bring teais to women s 
ejes, nothing to gloat o\er in open- 
ing a wound in a man s heart. If 
he does not learn this as he grows 
older in the service, he is a pool 
country editor " 


His writings through the years 


appeared in a number of national! 
magazines and in other newspap- 
ers. 


One of his most cherished proj- 


ects was the Eisenhower Founda- 
tion. 
It 
operates Eisenhower's 


boyhood home and museum, which 
houses many of the Piesident's 
mementoes. Barger was the foun- 
dation's first president. 


Barger also was one of the 


founders and the first teacher in 
the University of Kansas depart- 
ment of journalism. 


Funeral services will be Tuesday 


afternoon. Burial will be in Abi- 
lene.
